DEATH OF SIR| 


ERIC GEDDES 


The death occurred 
early this morning of Sir 


|Eric Geddes, the famous 


politician and industrial- 


ist. 

The late Sir Eric Campbell 
Geddes, who was only 62 years 
of age, had. a wide and_ varied 
experience in politics and indus- 
try. He had been lumberjack 
and Cabinet. Minister, railway 
engineer and Navy Controller. 
He will perhaps be remembered 
best for his valuable services 
during the Great War. :
